The neKotiallons for consolidation 
of (he Ix>well Machine Shop and the 
Saco-I’ettec Co. of Upper Falls have 
been completed. A special meeting 
of the shareholders of ^th companies 
was held at 11 o’clock this Friday 
morning to authorize the directors 
to put the consolidation through. It 
Is proposed that the I.fOwell Machine 
Shop ac(|ulre (he plants, good-will, 
miscellaneous assets, and a portion of 
the quick assets of the Saco-Pettee 
Company, (such quick assets amount- 
ing as of June 30, 1912, to approxi- 
mately $930,000 In excess of all Saco- 
Pettee Company’s liabilities) in ex- 
change for $1,600,000 I.x)weB Machine 
common stock and assumption by the 
latter company of all (he contracts 
and liabilities of Saco-Pettee ('ompany. 
The name of (he I^owell Machine Shop 
Is to be changed to Saco-Ix)well 
Shops. It is further planned to move 
the executive offices to Boston, to In- 
crease the number of directors, and 
to make other Incidental changes In 
the by-laws. 

The lx)weB Machine Shop has $1.- 

260.000 6 per cent preferred and $1,- 
000,000 common stock authorized. 
Saco-Pettee Company has $1,600,000 
stock, all of one class. No increase 
of Ixjwell Machine preferred or any 
other action affecting its rights or 
preferetices is contemplated at the 
meeting. 

By the proposed plan every share- 
holder in the Saco-Pettee Company 
will receive one share In Saco-Lowell 
shops for every share In Saco-Pettee 
Company he now holds, and. in ad- 
dition. each shareholder will retain 
hls present Saco-Pettee stock reduced 
to such par value as may be deter- 
mined. Saco-Pettee Company is to 
retain in Its treasury all notes re- 
ceivable and certain mill stocks, and 
will have no debts. 

In a circular to stockholders, Rob- 
ert F. Herrick, treasurer of the Ixdw- 
ell Machine Shop, soys: “When the 
plan has been carried out, the com- 
pany’s plants will have over twice the 
present capacity and value and the 
volume of business will be more than 
doubled. The net quick assets will 
be increased from approximately $1,- 

500.000 to approximately $2,430,000. 

“The net quick assets of this com- 
pany are at present substantially 
equivalent to $120 per share on the 
outstanding preferred stock, and the 
total net assets are substantially 
equivalent to $205 per share on the 
preferred stock. After the new plants 
and additional property and quick 
assets have been acquired as planned, 
there will be approximately 194 of net 
quick assets and approximately $394 
of total net assets for each share of 
the $1,250,000 preferred stock.” 

The Lowell Machine Sliop has man- 
ufactured many lines of machinery in 
the cotton industry not. manufactured 
by the Saco-Pettee Company, and In 
addition a full line of worsted ma- 
chinery. After the transfer, the Saco-

At an parly morning blaze yester- 
day morning 151 canoes, eeveral htm- 
dred paddles and other canoeists' 
'zoods were destroyed, and one man 
barely escaped suffocation by smoke, 
when fire totaBy gutted the Metro- 
politan Boathouse on the Charles 
Rher at Auburndale. The boathouse 
is managed by Fred W. Young, and li 
owned by the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Fallway, on land owned by 
the Metropolitan Park Commission. 
The second story Is used as a res- 
taurant conducted by C. H. Osgood, 
and It was in this section that .Mr. 
Osgood's attendant awoke to see the 
other end of the building In flames. 

The loss to the building amounted 
to $10,000. and a similar amount Is 
placed on the contents. The build- 
ing la nearly 200 feel long and 70 
feet wide, and with the high wind 
that was blowing along the river 
proved easy prey for the flames. Mr. 
Osgood saved his cash register before 
the flames reached his section, but 
before he could gain entrance to the 
building again, the flames had eaten 
I their way through the partitions. 

I The fire was discovered by J. 

' Ernest Mullen, who awoke when the 
j reflection of the blaze was seen In 
j hls room. He telephoned to fire 
I headquarters and an alarm was 
sounded from box 441, but on 
the arrival of the apparatus 
after a long run the build- 
ing was burned flat. The firemen 
devoted their time In extlnguishing- 
' ing numerous grass fires along Com- 
monwealth avenue and In the grounds 
of Norumbega Park, the wind carry- 
ing large burning brands in all di- 
rections. many dropping a half a 
mile from the scene of the blaze. 

Mr. Young's los^ consisted of 51 
' canoes, which he let during the 
! canoeing season, 100 private canoes, 

I two motor boats and more than $250. 
j w'orth of paddles and cushions. In 
I his workshop overhead, the forma 
I which he used In constructing the 
canoes and tools, were all lost, as 
: were his books and other valuables, 
which were stored in the office.

THE REPLY 

1 think I hardly need to reply to 
Mr. Luitw’eller’s statement that my 
editorial last ureck was unfair, a care- 
ful reading of the same cannot boar 
oni that assertion. 

To answer his letter specifically, I 
will say that the Graphic docs not ad- 
mit that Mr. Hilton cannot be elected 
Senator from this district. Mr. Hil- 
ton can be elected, and will be 
elected if the residents of Newton 
desire to be represented in the State 
Senate by a man who xvill protect 
Newton in matters of annexation to 
Boston, and its imporiunt interests 
ill the metropolitan district, and who 
j will vote against .Tohn F. Fitzgerald 
I for United States Senator. It is Mr. 
Mellen who cannot be elected, fur 
(he so-called Progressive vote of tills 
senatorial district, cannot possibly 
be larger ilian the Roosevelt vote of 
last spring, 2790, out of a total vote 
of over 12,000. A vole for Mr. Mellen, 
(liereforc, will be half a vote for the 
Democratic candidate. 


Mr. Hilton Is endorsed by all local 
labor unions of his own town of 
Framingham, whore he Is best known, 
and the action of the State Feder- 
ation of Labor was against nil Ue- 
publlcnn candidates, nnd not special- 
ly against Mr. Hilton. 

Mr. Hilton was a member of the 
LoglBlnture of 1908—09. He voted for 
the Holding Company bill, recom- 
mended by Governor Draper, that 
may be railroad monopoly, but he 
doubts it. He favored legislation 
for a parcels post, but refused to 
vote for buncombe rosolutlons pre- 
sented to the Loglslnttirc for political 
effect. In common with our Newton 
representatives at that lime, he 
voted against taking away the right 
to fix the price of gas (nt 80 cents 
or any other figure) from the Gas 
Commission, where it properly be- 
longs, nnd against the so called cor- 
rocllon of the Boston smoke nuisance. 
jHls vote against direct nominations 
I was based on the crudity of the pro- 
I posed legislation nnd not on the 
merlls of the proposition. 

Having staled Mr. Hilton’s position 
on these legislative matters, it is no 
more than fair to call attention to 
the acts of Mr. Mellon, when a rep- 
resentative in the legislature from 
Worcester In 1856-96. Mr. Mellen Is 
on record as voting against the 2 
cent a mile bill for railroad fares, 
against tlto bill to prohibit Infant 
life insurance, against the bill for 
better protection of grade crossings, 
and against the bill for free trans- 
fers by street railway companies. He 
Is not recorded on G6 roll calls, dur- 
ing hlB two years, Including voles 
on the anti bucket shop bill, and on 
the re-election of Senator Hoar. It 
is fair to Mr. Mellen lo say that 
there may be Some explanation of his 
attitude on these matters, but ilie 
record stands as above slated. 

Mr. Hilton received the endorse- 
ment of the Progressive element, 
headed by Mr. Chas. S. Baxter, who 
ivus the chief Roosevelt delegate at 
large from Massachusetts to the Chi- 
cago convention. Mr. Lultwieler may 
object lo .Mr. Baxter at this time, 
but he cannot Iruthfully say tliai iny 
statement last week was “unfair.” 

But .Mr. Luitwieler is grossly unfair 
to Representative White in attrib- 
uting to him, the conviction of his 
fieiK lor uu act which Mr, White 
had strictly cautioned llie man not 
to commit. Representative White 
voted against the repeal of the bar 
and bottle bill, a measure on which 
the liquor interests of tlxe last leg- 
islature exerted greatest pressure, 
aud IS on record us lavorlng otlier 
important temperance measures. 

Mr. Luitwieler follows his national 
"boss" in calling persons who do not 
agree with them either by tlxe “short 
and ugly word" or the more polite 
phrase "absolutely false."

Mayor Hatfield has made somn 
heavy cuts In the estimate of city ex- 
penses for next year as made hy dc- 
pnrtmenr heads, nitho the total he 
recommends, $1.31«.383.R1» Is some- 
thing like 115,000 larger than the ex- 
penses for the present year. 

The largest Increases are in the 
Street Department, where street main- 
tenance jumps $17,000 of which $7.- 
000, however. Is the net inerease, and 
where there Is $2000 recommended 
for ptirchase of a motor truck. The 
school department wants about $18,- 
OOO more than the present year, and 
al>out $8,000 more than the aldermen 
suggested they should have In Juno. 

The mayor approves in Increase ot 
1200 In the salary of the Public Build- 
ings Commissioner, $100 in the salary 
of the city clerk, 1300 In the salary 
of the Chief of Fire Dopf.. $300 for 
the deputy collector of taxes, a slight 
Increase in the salary of a few as- 
sistant librarians and clerks at the 
City Hall.

New Fire Prevention Methods 


Help reduce the fire hazard by having in mind the following; — 

1. Know the number and location of the Are alarm box nearest 
your house. 

2. In case of fire, keep cool. Run to a box at once and pull in 
the alarm. Opening the box rings the bell, but does not give the 
alarm. After the door is opened, pull down the hook that you will 
find inside the box — this gives the alarm. 

3. Stand at the box until the engines arrive so that you may 
tell the firemen where the fire is. 

4. Never pull In a false alarm. Just as much damage and just 
as many accidents may occur In responding to false alarms as to 
responding to alarms of fire. 

5. When you see or hear engines going to a (Ire get out of the 
street and on to the sidewalk. 

6. Be careful how you use matches. Use only safety matches 
and keep them In metal holders. Don’t light them in closets where 
light dresses or other highly Inflammable materials are hung. Don’t 
light them near lace curtains. 

7. In lighting a fire in a stove do not use kerosene In order to 
make It start quickly. 

8. Keep all light material, such as cotton, muslin or lace, away 
from stoves and lighted gas Jets. 

9. If you know of any place In your neighborhood where quan- 
tities of rubbish, shavings, or paper have been allowed to accun>u- 
lule notify a policeman or fireman. Notify them if you know of 
any obstruction on a fire escape. 

10. If your clothing caiches fire don't run. Lie down and roll 
yourself in a btankot, rug or slmllur articles so as to smother the 
fire. 

11. Learn whore »he exits and fire escapes are in your building 
or school, and don’t forget about your Arc drill. 

12. DoiTt pul hot asiies in a wooden box or barrel. A metal 
barrel is the proper thing.

I THE BOSTON FIRE 

Newtons Sliare in tlie Conflagration 
ot IB72 

Tho groat Boston coiillagratlon oo- 
ctirrod forty yoarB ago. Nov. 9-10, 
1872, and the principnl observance of 
its AitniverRary will be a reunion and 
dinner of the snrvivorH of the 2.163 
enrolled tlretnen of 97 companies of 
31 fire depurlments who were on duty 
at the fire Including several of New- 
ton. 

The fire started about 7 o’clock Sat- 
urday evening from an unknown 
<-anBe in Ihe baRemenl of a six-story 
granite building at corner of Summer 
and Kingston streets. It war seen 
more than 20 tnitiiiies before the first 
alarm was given at 7.24 o'clock. 
Wheti the fire dejiarDnenl arrived the 
hiillding was wholly in ilames but the 
fire would have been confiuod to that 
building had there hoen sufllcicnt 
water. Owing to water nmlns being 
corroded to loss limn 2 Inches in di- 
ameter (he engines nearest the Arc 
lost their supply nt a critical moment 
which allowed the fire to cross Sum- 
mer street and assisted by narrow, 
crooked streets and Mansard roofs, 
it was beyond control within an hour 
und a half of its commencement, and 
before it wos under control Sunday 
noon it destroyed 776 biiildingB cov- 
ering 65 acres In the business section 
between Summer, Washington, Milk. 
Congress, State, Kilby and Oliver 
streets to Ihe water, with a loss of 
about $61,000,000. The land value of 
about $80,000,000 was added to the 
loss which brought it up to $81,000,- 
000, but as the land was not destroyed 
its value can not bo considered a part 
of Ihe total loss. 

Horses at that time were sick with 
a distemper and most of the fire ap- 
paratus was drawn by hand, but this 
did not dela)* tlie first apparatus to 
arrive at the Are. and had but little, 
if anything, to do with the Are be- 
coming a conflagration. Tlie result 
would have been (he same had the 
horses been well. 

After the Arc had crossed Summer 
street and was beyond control. Clilef 
John S. Dainrell, Inside of an hour 
and n half after the first alarm sent 
his Arst call for out ot town assist- 
ance and continued it at intervals 
utiiil midnight. 

• One of the first to send assistance 
was Newton. Engine Co. No. 1, in 
charge of Assistant Engineer W. Par- 
ker Leavitt, and drawn by horses, ar- 
rived In Bedford street, near Wash- 
ington. at 11.30 o'clock. Subsequently 
It was located further down Bedford 
near Chauncey street, where it re- 
mained until .7 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing when it was located near the Cus- 
tom House in India street with its 
stream on the Mason Building In Lib- 
erty Square, where It remained until 
it was ordered home at 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. This company had 
much to do with stopping the Are In 
the .Mudge Building in Bedford street 
which its owners acknowledged by 
sending the company a check for $100 
and A. A. Lawrence & Co. a clieck 
tor $200. 

Engine No. 2 In charge of Chief 
Rodney M. Lucas, wont in by train 
and arrived at Its first location on 
Washington street, near Franklin 
street at 11.55 o’clock. Early Sunday! 
morning it was transferred to Broad 
street and was relieved nt 2 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. 

Engine Co. No. 1 at that time con- 
sisted of H. N. Hyde, Jr., foreman; 
James D. Heiithorn, clerk and driver; 
G. H. Wentworth, engineer; William 
Warwick, stoker; Frank A. Barrows, 
C. S. Fields, J. McDonald, J. Warren 
Bailey, P. H. Harrington, W. H. John- 
son, Warren Spenser. A. McDonald. 
Henry L. Dixhy, W. E. Glover, C. A. 
Hill, G. V. Chick and C. H. Bridges. 
Messrs. Barrows, Bailey, Harrington, 
Glover, Hill and Chick survive. F. A. 
Barrows, who is now foreman of the 
company. Is the only man now in (he 
department who w'as a member of it 
at that time. George H. Haynes, 
Henry W. Crafts ami O. S. W. Bailey 
are uiiiong tlie surviving memberb of 
Engine 2. 

Frank E. Judkins for 38 years en- 
gineer of Eiigino I, then lived at Man- 
chester, X. If., and was sent to the 
fire by the .Amoskeag .Muiiufucturing 
Co. of that city as stoker of the first 
horseless sieum fire engine in exist- 
ence which that company made and 
then owned. It arrived in Boston 
Sunday afternoon ami was first used 
to draw other engines ordered home 
that were without horses to Ihe rail- 
road station und was subsequently in 
service several days. 

Cliicf W. it. Ilaiidlclt was on duty 
at the fire us a volunteer from .Mliton.

RKLATIXti TO THE I'PPER FALLS 
BAPTIST i'lU'KCIl 

To tlie Editor of llie Graphic: — 

In lust week’s issue your corre- 
spondent from Ward 5 made some 
stailllng statements concerning the 
Upper Falls Baptist Church in "that 
tlie church was about to give up or 
move to the 'Island of Somewhere' 
and join a company of a few persons 
that are now trying to start a new 
Baptist Cliurcli." The facts of the 
case are as follows: "The churcli at 
the Upper Falls some three or four 
weeks ago for certain reasons voted 
to declare the pastorate vacant.'’ The 
deposed pastor with three or four 
of his most ardent supporters 
Immediately conceived the Idea of 
starting a new church which they are 
now trying to do. 

The Upper Falls church is sound 
financially, owning valuable property 
all free from debt — have recently put 
the Church Building In perfect re- 
pairs inside and outside and does 
not want to change its location. The 
society is few In number but can 
easily support Itself in an economical 
way. There has been outside aid 
given in times past by sister church- 
es and Ihe State Convetitloii, but was' 
given to aid the pastor in charge, that 
Is, to give him an e.\tra salary.

Other pe- 
titions were received from I. B. Jen- 
kinson for Common Victualler license 
at 1233 Centre street, H. S. Howland 
for retirement under a pension, and 
of the Telephone Co. for attachments 
on Ridge avenue. 

An order requesting the Mayor to 
lake steps to continue crossing over 
the railroad ut Eliot station or to 
provide a satisfactory substitute, was 
adopted after Alderman Sullivan had 
explained the situation. Mr. Sullivan 
said the residents of Eliot had used 
this foot path over the railroad tracks 
ever since the railroad had been con- 
structed. The closing of the path 
made it necessary for residents on 
tlie south sicie of the track, taking 
tlie train to walk to Boylston street 
and back, a distance of about a quar- 
ter of a mile. Since the railroad com- 
pany had placed its warning sign on 
this path tliere had been a strong 
protest made liy the resldeius of the 
district and the order was Introduced 
to see wluU action the city mlglu take 
to relieve the sliualton, 

Tlie board adjourned at 8.10.

It is n matter of regret that the 
name of Pettee has been eliminated 
from the manufacturing plant at the 
Upper Palls which has borne that 
name for so many years. The husi 
ness was established by the late Otis 
Pettee about eighty years ago. and 
has been conducted under the names 
of Otis Pettee & Co.. Pettee Machine 
Works, Pettee Machine Shops and the 
Saco-Pettee Co. The change to Saco- 
Uowell Co. removes a time honored 
name. 


While the railroad situation at 
Eliot is most annoying to the travel- 
ling public, common sense will up- 
hold the attitude of the railroad com- 
pany In its attempt to prevent acci- 
dents.

In (he donih of Mrs. Sarah S. Platt 
Decker Iasi .Inly at San Frnnclaco, 
the club movement all over the 
oountry haa auatained a great Ioba. 
Probably no one woman In tin* coun- 
try has GXPrtPd groaler Influence for 
ihifl movement and others kindred to 
it than did Mtr. Decker. Those who 
■^aw her at the Doston Biennial will 
recall her breezy way of prealdlng, 
her qtiick repartee and how ahe 
never let a sesalon lag. She it was 
wlio urged clul) women to make ro- 
pnrtR intcreatlng and amusing and 
not merely a list of dry BlatlstlcB. 

The Aiigusl miml)or of the CJenerai 
Federnllon nulleilti waa made a 
memorial to .Mrs. Decker. In an 
article about her written by Dr. 
Cornelia B. DeDey, who waa with 
her during the aeaBiona at San Fran- 
cisco and attended her during lier 
illnesB aaya; — 

“Where is the woman who has lier 
all-round womanllneaa, her gracious, 
penetrating kindliness, her unfailing 
knowledge of nffalrs and general good 
.iudgment? She typified to all of iia 
complete normality. Slic was strong 
from whatever aspect we contemplate 
her and she escaped the unfortunate 
distinction of being in any way dif- 
ferent from anyone else; and thus 
It was that she was wholly great. 
She was not conspicuous; she was 
just great.” 

Her last ])ublic addresH was a mar 
veloiis plea for the Endowment Fund 
of the Federation. The same article 
says of It: “It waa brief, yet It 
contained in its appeal an irresistablc 
call to the energies of a common 
slslerliood. It pictured tlie vast re 
sources and possibilities of the Fed- 
eration, latent and unused, the un 
ending needs of its varied depart- 
ments, «Tnd tile simplicity and ease 
of fulfilment. It eptomizod the only 
legitimate function of so seemingly 
wasteful and inarticulate a gathering 
us is that of the nine hundred thou- 
sand organized women of tlie country. 
No one could wisli to leave a last 
speech that might contain more of 
understanding, of vision and of un- 
dying hope." 

Mrs. Philip N. Moore, former presi- 
dent of the General Federation lius 
proposed making the Endowmcni 
Fund a memorial to Mrs. Decker, 
wliich seems a fitting thing to do. 
Toward the $10,000, which was asked 
from Massachusetts, already over 
$6,000 has been secured. It is hoped 
that, with the added Incentive of this 
memorial the full sum may be made 
up. One of the colleges of 
Colorado is raising money for a 
building wliich shall be a memorial 
to Mrs. Decker, and has sent appeals 
to the clubs for contributions. As 
the State Federation meeting at 
Warren on Monday it was suggested 
that the clubs which wish to honor 
Mrs. Decker would do so by contrib- 
uting to the Endowment Fund rather 
than dividing the Interest between the 
two objects.

Mrs. .Tonnte Keyra Ttowpu, prcal- 
dent of tho Tuopday Cltih. Ilip hoptosB 
of the day. welcomed the delepntea 
on behalf of her chib, wlifch she 
said, was Jupt entering upon Its 
twenty-fifth year. For twenty years 
the moniberp'nip reinalntMl at fifteen 
and was presided over by tho same 
woman. At present it numbers but 
twenty members. in her response 
Mrs. Henry I'oolidpe MulUpan, presi- 
dent of the Federation. urRod the 
eUibs to put away the idea, “What 
good will it do to helonp to the Fcd- 
eratiou?" and to realize that they 
may be mutually helpful one to the 
juxer, and tlint they are a part of 
one of tho great modern movements. 

I here Is no aReiicy In town and civic 
upbuilding more potent than the 
woman’s club. 

The first speaker of the morning 
was George C. Miimrd of the Parental 
ri'. liool at West Roxbury, who treated 
"The Problem of Boys.” He said he 
welcomed the emanclpatiou of wo- 
men. If men had fought less and 
worked more civilization would have 
come a lliousand years earlier. Then 
turning to his special subject, 
he thought the boy problem had. 
perhaps, been a little over studied 
and possibly his vices may havb been 
a little over estimated. We cannot 
isolate the boy problem or the girl 
problem; they are both part of the 
great social problem. 

Mr. Mlnard proceeded to divide tho 
families of society into six types; the 
very rich, the wealthy, the comfort- 
ably off, the respectably poor, the 
wretchedly poor and the depraved. 
In the first class belongs the society 
man, the man without any business 
or profession. His son is beautifully 
but not well educated. He is likely to 
deteriorate into a mere Idol. Those 
' belonging to the second are con- 
scious of their impeccability. The 
son of this sort needs to be put at 
hard manual labor and made to live 
by the fruits of his own toil. The 
son of the third class, the one in 
comfortable circumstances, is badly 
bitten with envy. Is somewhat de- 
teriorated, for he has begun to get 
away from real work. But the fourth 
class, the respectable poor, is the 
one to be reckoned with. With them, 
nothing is difficult to him that wills. 
They carry the rest of society on 
their shoulders and are often pinch- 
ed by unjust conditions. But when 
we come to the fifth type we find a 
low order of persons, weak, but not 
vicious. The children are not feeble- 
minded and are capable of 
rising to a higher level thatx their 
parents. They often suffer from 
parental neglect, lack physical 
care and moral training and the 
child frequently becomes a public 

;harge. Hence society must fit him 
for citizenship. The sixth class, the 
depraved, are found almost entirely 
in the large cities, few drift to the 
country. Tliey are tlie veritable 
dregs of luimunity. God help the 
clilld born into such a family. The 
best results are obtained when he 
is separated from his parents, for 
much of the evil is ucuuired from his 
pareiiis.-

their houses In order. In closing ho 
rmplmplzrd the value of reMgloup 
thought, for tho ehiireh la the fountnin 
head of virtue, iu naslstlng in bring- 
ing the underworld up Into the 
upporworld. 

Miss Alin Taft of New York follow- 
ed Mr. Mlnard. spealfliig upon "The 
Need of Snelnl Service Work in Rnrnl 
t'ommunltios.” Miss Taft is employed 
by the I’resbyterlnn Church Ronrd in 
making a study of rurni conditions 
throughout the country. She said 
that wc must realize the groat Ini- 
portauee to any nation ol the agri- 
cnltural prosperity. Fully one-third 
of the pfKipIo are engaged In produc- 
ing the food for the whole three- 
thirds. It Is necessary that they live 
under healthful conditions. There has 
been a great rural exodus from the 
heat seetlons of the country. Some- 
thing must he done to make country 
life worth while, there must be a 
change in rural conditions. 

The first farmer was the pioneer, 
the man of strong Individuality, self- 
sufficient, the victim of one great 
ideal, prow'ess. Tlie southern inoun- 
Jaliieers are survivors of this type. 
The same tendencies arc seen in the 
hill towT\s of Nexv Biiglnnd. It is 
the problem of arrested dex’clopment. 
The second type, the land fftrmer, 
was the successtui type up to nhoui 
18110. He is the family man. such 
as Is portrayed hi the "Old Home- 
stead.*' Since then has come the 
! exploiter, xvhn measures land in cash 
X'aliies. He. It is. who has been 
largely responsible for this rural 
exodus. The last type, a type mostly 
of tho future is the Rcientific farmer, 
the man who farms it by choice. He 
is to build up the new type of farmer. 

The past is gone, hut there remains 
a splendid task, namely, (he building 
up of country life that shall be sutis- 
fuctory. To help in this task surveys 
have been made in various parts of 
the country. In response to the ques- 
tion. "What arc the lacks of country 
life?” comes almost unanimously, the 
drenriiiess. the drudgery, lack of 
I social life in rural conimiinities. One 
I potent factor is the school. She 
Idled a locnIUy where there are 120(1 
schools btlildings that arc valued at 
$50 or less. 

The problem before us is to pro- 
vide a good social life, and under 
what leadership shall it be? Miss 
Taft told of a boys' club that was 
refused the use of the church parlor i 
as a meeting place, for fear of in- 
juring the property. To emphasize 
the lack of recreation in the country 
she cited a survey soinewiicre in 
Ohio, xvliere scripture reading was 
glx'en as the favorite form of recrea- 
tion. The churches should be the 
leaders in developing good conditions, 
.vet In one church there was no 
Sunday School, no woman’s organi- 
zation. The only organization in that 
town that did anything for the 
social life w’Bs the (Cemetery Associa- 
tion. which was planning a home 
coming day. 

Where shall w'e look for leadership 
In providing the proper recreation? 
To the church, to the school, to the 
community organizations, and to the 
women’s clubs. It is necessary to 
emphasize the value of team play 
for the community. It has been said. 
"The lack of co-operation Is the 
tuberculosis of the farmer.” "A 
better time is coming in New Eng- 
land and it xvlll come through the 
work of Just such organizations as 
that to w'hich I am speaking today." 

The last speaker of the morning 
was Mrs. Alice B. Montgomery of 
Northampton, who is special agent 
for Hampshire and Franklin counties 
of the Massachusetts Society for the 
Preveniloii of Cruelty to Children. 
Her subject was the “Problem of the 
'^Mrl.” She said that much surprise 
was exhibited when It was known 
that a branch of her society was to 
lie eBtabllsluMl In Norihainptou, the 
city of culture with its large college 
and its two large girls’ schools. 

I with another college for girls just 
lover the river «iid Kij|| another col- 
I lege and a large preparatory school 
I close Iiy. Rill (here are also many 
I large mills and ihls very fact Iu 
[tiase pruxiiiiiiy to these schools gives 
fun added complication. ’I’he girls 
go itiin the mills the day aftxM’ (hey 
are fourieeii. Itsually iliey roiiie 
Irom famili(>s. wijo are ver>' poor. 
I'p to (his lime the girls luive been 
itoihiiig ill the family, now they arc* 
wage-earning members of the family. 
Hence they resent any control on 
(he part of their parents. As soon 
as she draws her first pay she puts 
up her hair and becomes u lady in 
a day. free to roam the streets al 
will. The college girl on the other 
hand is coiitiiderably older stud is 
well chaperoned. .Mrs. .Montgomery 
lolil ti Kutl story of one girl who 
deckcRl licrs'-lf in ciieap imitation of 
(he college girl and sallied forth 
w'ith the conviction ’’.Now. 1 am us 
good as the college girl." Shx’ is 
now serving a year’s term in Sher- 
lioni prison, becausx’ her head was 
not strung cuDiigh to match tier out-i 
xvard apjiearauce. I 

There is a grt*ut work to done for 1 


the country girls, for stnllstlca show 
that one-hnlf of the girls who get 
Into the night courts In New York 
arc country girls. Wo must roxise 
ourselves to conditions Iu the coun- 
try. The girls arc given little chance. 
Ill many of the hill towns the 
churches arc closed and the schools 
nrr taught hy incompcfenl girls, often 
they have nol even graduated from 
the high school. In these places will 
be found ninny who are lazy, shift- 
less and feebleminded, veritable 

mountnln whiles of Mnssnehusotts. 
Some of the last missionary work 
possible would be Ihe furnishing of 
a team to lake these children to Sun- 
day school. Why send all the money 

away for missionary work when 

there are those who are suffering In 
our own stale? And these are not 
the children of foreigners. "A splen- 
did people who once were." Why 

haxe they degenerated? Perhaps bo- 
fnuse we have not done our duty, 
perliRpB the churcli has not done Its 
duty. There has been no real home 
misRlounry. 

’rhe girl has gone astray and there 
was no one to give her help. There 
are many organizations of that sort 
in and around lloston, but none in 
Ihe western pari of tho State. What 
can we do for them? Mrs. Mont- 
gomery would like to see in every 
village a social worker, a girls’ 
club and posalhly the Camp Fire 
Girls started In the country towns. 

During the luncheon hour repre- 
sentatives of tho departments of work 
were on hand to answer questions 
and Dr. Harrlotte E. Hunt exhibited 
models and explained the Montessorl 
method of Aulo-Educatlon. 

The afternoon session opened with 
an organ recital by Miss Olive 
Thompson, after which Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson of .New York was Intro- 
duced. Dr. Hutchinson gave a force- 
ful address on "Woman's Responsl- 
ibllity for tho Health of the Comniu- 
uity.” He said that the world should 
be made a wholsome. liappy, desirable 
place for the child to live in. When 
the doctors begin to preach and the 
preachers to practice, then the 
mlllenlutn will come very soon. The 
mother, the doctor and the teacher 
will be the real priests of the 
religion of the future. Woman, he 
said, has an enormous responsibility, 
through her control of the home and 
of the affairs as they exist In the 
home. Women luive been driven out 
of home making by the doctors. To- 
day the best doctor knows the worth- 
lessness of most drugs. At best they 
are emergency things, they do not 
cure. Food, fresh air, sleep, exercise 
and sunshine are the real restora- 
tives. The day la coming when the 
doctor will be ns good a citizen as 
the good cook is now. Much of the 
work that woman used to do in the 
home la now done by men in the 
factories. There txas come the de- 
mand that she follow her work out 
into municipal house-keeping and for 
the nation's health. 

Food, tie said, is a wide and wrath- 
ful problem. We must get away from 
the idea that there is any merit in 
starvation. Ten times as many people 
eat too little ns eat too much. Thirty 
percent of the children are underfed 
Many of the dietaries are nothing but 
a slow starvation. The greatest 
danger in not getting enough. 
Nine-tenths of the people, who are 
supposed to be suffering from over 
eating, are really suffering from in- 
fected foods. One of the first ele- 
ments, then is an abundance of food 
As to choice of foods, the appetite 
is the best guide. If one hasn't an 
appetite, it is a dangerous sign, go 
Hiid get one, go out of doors. Even 
more important tluin food is fresli 
air. 

The next iinportani matter of man- 
agement of the home Is in respect 
to the education of (lie clilld. The 
home is the ideal scliool. It Is im- 
portant that every child liave two 
parents, one of each . kind. The edu- 
cation of tlie child consists largely 
in whul IB done for it and to it in 
file home. Dr. IliUeliinson enlarged 
njion the necessity of surgical cleuii- 
liiicss in the liuine, in the prepuralion 
of the food, and tlie need of inielll' 
gent supervision on tlie part of the 
housewife. In closing he urged the 
necessity of moral and sex training 
for the ciilldren and said tliai tlie 
mother is the proper one to give it 
Don't tell fairy tales, tell tlie sliniile 
truth, lie enlarged upon tlie danger 
to tlie oomiininlty of (he feebleminded 
and fell that they should bi? segre- 
gated. 

Mrs. Emmons Crocker, cliairnian ol 
Conservaljon, pivseiited the measure 
known as the Lever Bill, which Is 
to come up in Congress, and urged 
its mulorsemeat. After disciisblon it 
was voted to endorse it. With a 
rising vole of tliaaks to tin* Iiostess 
clnb fur its nnrailiiig courtesy and 
gracious hospitality the meeting ad- 
journed.

After two such successes us "Pina- 
fore" and "San Toy” w’e hope the man- 
agement will effect a permanent or- 
ganization and that the Newton pub- 
lic may be favored with more of this 
sort of productions. The crowded 
houses reported of all the perform- 
ances would seem to assure strong 
financial support and success to such 
affairs.

.MIL PARKS DLAP 

Mr. Thomas Connery Parks, a resi- 
dent of this city for over forty year? 
and one of its oldest residents In 
point of years, died last Sunday at his 
home on Bennington street from an at- 
tack of apoplexy.

GOES INTO EFFECT JAN. 1 

Provision For Superannuation, Injury 
by Accident, Sickneaa, and For Life 
Insurance Payabie to Dependents-^ 
Moat Complete Plan Ever Applied 
Anywhere 

On Jan, 1, 1913, a $10,000,000 fund 
tvill be applIcablG to pensions, sick- 
ness and accident benefits, and life 
Insurance for all employes of the Bell 
telephone system and associated in- 
terests, Including therein the Western 
Union Telegraph company and the 
Western Electric company. 

Among the associated companies 
affected are *the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company and 
Us allied comjianies, which will sup- 
plement their present pension plan by 
the substitution of this much broader 
pro|>osition . It is the intenrlon, how- 
ever, that the status of those already 
pensioned shall not be affected. 

The plan for the distribution of this 
fund has been characterized as 
the most liberal, comprehensive 
and Ideal ever inaugurated. Presi- 
dent Vail has provided combined 
benefits for aii]ieranmiation, sickness, 
accident and death, for an Industrial 
army more than twice as large as the 
standing army of the United States, 
This provision is made entirely at 
the expense of the various companies 
interested, without contributions of 
any kind from the employes them- 
selves. The appIlcatloD of these 
varied benefits will be strictly demo- 
cratic and will be for the benefit of 
employes of every rank. 

The terms by w’hich provision is 
made for the needs of age, illness, 
accidents and death, may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

Pensions: Male employes who have 
reached the age of 60 years and who 
have been twenty years In service, 
may retire on pensions. They may 
be retired at the option of the com- 
pany when they have reached the age 
of 55 years and have been twenty-five 
years in service. The pension age of 
female employes is in each case five 
years younger than that of male em- 
ployes. Any employe who haa been 
thirty years in service, regardler-s of 
age, may be pensioned on the ap- 
proval of the president of the com- 
puny. 

The amount of the pension Is aulo- 
matically based on the years of ser- 
vice and Ihe amount of pay, and will 
be 1 percent of the average annual 
pay for ten years, multiplied by tho 
number of years of service. There- 
fore. a man who had been thirty , 
years in service would get 30 percent 1 
of the average salary which he had I 
been receiving during his last ten ! 
years of service. No pension will be 
less than |2U a month. 

Accident Disability eenefits: In the 
rase or accidents occurring In and due 
tc the perrunnaiice of work for the 
company, the employe will receive, 
t(ii total disability, full pay for thir- 
teen weeks and half pay fur the re- 
mainder of dlsHljility. up lo six years. 

If the disability is temjHjrary, he 
will' receive fiilt pay for thirteen 
veeks and half pay until able to earn 
a livelihood, not exceeding six years. 

Sickness Disability Benefits; Em- 
ployt-s wim are disabled by sickness, 
or by acclf|<>nt outside of the regular 
course of duij' after ten years in ser- 
vice, will receive full pay for thir- 
teen weeks and lialf pay lor thirty- 
nine weeks; if from five lo ten years 
In service, full pay for thirteen weeks 
and half pay fur. thirteen w<H<ks; if 
fiom two to live years in service, full 
I-ay for four weeks and halt puy for 
nine weeks. In the case of employes 
wlio have not been two years In aer- 
V!ce.. heads of depiirimcnta will be 
permitted tlie same discretion us here- 
tofore, ill t'uiitliiulng pay during tem- 
porary illness. 

Life Insurance; In the case of death 
resulting from accident in and due to 
performance of work fur tJie com- | 
Jinny, an insurunce amounting to ' 
three years' pay will be paid to the 
dependants of the einjiloye, the inuxl- | 
n.um iiuyment being $5000. 

in the case of death reoultlng from 
lickness or trom accident outside the 
DUBinesfl. the payment will be one 
year’s pay tor empluyes who have 
been ten years in service, and oiie- 
bair of one year's puy lor employes 
who have been from five to ten yeuri 
in service, the iiiaximutn jiayinent be- j 
lag f2U00. 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph uumpuuy has set aside from its 
surjilus u fund which provides for 
those whom it directly employs, aod 
•iso j>rovldes a reserve, upon which, 
under ceriaiu conditions, the asso- 
ciated companies may draw. This 
fund is suppJeuiented by funds set 
aside by each local company. The 
total appropriations wMl aggregate 
Bometbiug more than $10,000,600. 
The benefits. It Is estimated, will 
cost anuuBily $1,000,000 more than 
the presefit p^tymeuls on this ac- 
couat.

He described some of the evil con- 
ditions that surround the night mes- 
senger service. Mr. Lord urged the 
necessity of uniform child labor law’s 
in the states and pointed out some of 
the deflciencie.s in the present Mas- 
sachusetts laws. Vocal selections by 
Miss Leslie Kyle added to the pleas- 
ure of the afternoon. There was the 
annua] exhibition of the Needlew’ork 
Guild which Included a large number 
of garments, which will be distribut- 
ed among the various philanthropic 
organizations of Newton. Tea was 
served by the Charitable committee, 
of which Mrs. E. P. Hatch is the 
chairman.

The C. L. S. C. of Newton High- 
lands met with Mrs. Darius Cobb on 
Monday afternoon. The study of 
"Argentina” was continued under the 
leadership of Mrs. Ixsgan. Mrs. Lo- 
gan told how for the first three cen- 
turies of its settlement only Spani- 
ards w’ere allowed In the country, that 
the ports were closed to foreigners 
and then emphasized the wonderful 
grow’th there lias been in the last ton 
or tw’elve years since the country has 
been opened to all nations. She told 
of some of the sports of the city of 
Buenos Ayres, that of racing lieing 
the chief. The people are natural 
born gamblers. The one club of the 
city is the Jockey Club for admis- 
sion to which members pay an Initia- 
tion fee of $4,000 and an annual fee 
of $1600. In speaking of the art of 
the country she mentioned particu- 
larly the architecture of the fine ca- 
thedrals and a beautiful theatre In 
Buenos Ayres. Their educational 
theories are not unlike those of this 
country but are not carried out 
well. The religion of the country Is 
Roman Catholic and It is stipulated 
that only Koman Catholics can hold 
the office of president or of vice-presi- 
dent. The only Proieslani church Is 
of the Methodist denomination. Mrs. 
Logan also devoted some time to a 
description of the new Trans-Con- 
llnental Railway over the Andes, 
which has rendered Chili nine days 
nearer to London. Formerly (he 
journey from Argentina to Chill was 
by water consuralng about ten days, 
now it can be made in a little more 
than a day by means of this new 
railroad.

He spoke of the fascination of news- 
gathering and then described the As- 
sociated Press, known among news- 
paper ch’cles us the "A. P.," often 
said to mean "always pr<‘8ent." Ho 
said tliai this Association consisted 
of eight hundred papers, all imying 
for its support and electing the otti- 
cers, thus making its news world- 
wide, Impartial and correct. The 
news Is distributed by means of sev- 
eral clearing houses, one situated 
he)'e in Boston, and a central one in 
New York. Each house has at the 
head an editor to select (he most im- 
portant news from about four times 
us much material as could possibly 
be used. This news Is tlien telegraph- 
ed from city to city and so spread 
all over the world in u very short 
time. 


Mrs. E. C. Cooper entertained the 
members of the Pierian Club at an 
evening meeting on Wednesday. .Mrs. 
'Cooper presented a paper on the 
“Music of Ireland" and Illustrated it 
with songs. Miss Helen .Newell play- 
ed some Old Irish Music upon the pi- 
ano. Miss Locke read several Irish 
Poems and Miss Marion Bassett gave 
some impersonations, which she call- 
ed "Up-to-date Irish'." There were 
also songs by Miss Roberts. The 
whole made a very enjoyable even- 
ing’s program. 


The members and guests of the So- 
cial Science Club had an unusual 
treat at its meeting on Wednesday 
morning, Nov. 20, in the address by 
Miss Elizabeth Kendall, i^rofessor of 
History, at Wellesley College. 

Miss Kendall’s topic was "Througii 
Western China” and under it she told 
of a trip wiilch she made through the 
westernmost provinces of that country 
in order to observe the people witere 
they are untouched by contact 
with European and other outside 
ideas. She made the journey accom 
panted by her Irish terrier dog, i 
Chinese interpreter and some fifteen 
or twenty coolies, who carried her 
sedan chair, cooked her food and per- 
formed such other services as w'ere 
necessary. She was quite away from 
European comforts, but found the 
Chinese Inns most enjoyable. She 
said tliat she had no difficulties and 
suffered no awltward experiences. It 
was easier for a foreigner to take 
such a journey tliwn It would have 
been for a native and she had many 
advantages on account of being a wo- 
man and being alone, from being no 
longer young, for they reverunce gray 
hair, and she felt, too, that It was an 
advantage to be an American. Her 
dog, being u kind unknown in that 
country, attracted much attention. 

Among her impressions of the peo- 
ple she cited, how extremely western 
they are, far more like us tlmn the 
people of Indio. They sit on chairs 
as we do, they eat us we do. make of 
the meal a social function. They 
treat their rellgloji as the average 
western man does,— put it away for 
weekly or yearly use Instead of be- 
ing continually engaged in religious 
performances. She found the people 
democratic. Her interpreter, while of 
a higher class than her coolies, did 
not object to eating with them. They 
are extremely self-reliant, they iiuder- 
Btand co-operation and organization. 
She was impressed with the sense of 
their power. They seem to be old. 
but not aged,— old and experienced. 
The individual counts for a great deal 
and yet you never deal with him 
alone. You have to contend with the 
Guild behitid him. She found them 
ever ready to give a full return for 
the money paid and the service ren- 
dered was a cheerful service. She 
closed her talk with a description of 
lier visit to the sacred mountain. 
Omel-shan, and her slay there in an 
old monastery. Many little details, 
which were most Interesting, were 
brought out in response to questions 
from the members.

Mrs. J. W. .McIntyre opened the 
subject with a short account of the 
Scout Movement, and a few words 
about the Scouts of Newton. There 
are three troops In Newton Centre, 
one in Nonantum, in Auburndale, In 
Newtonville and In Newton proper. 
The .Newton troop, consisting of eigh- 
teen boys, Is under the charge of Mr. 
Woodworth, Scout Master, and Mr. 
Paine, Assistant Scout Master. The 
boys meet on Tuesday evenings In the 
Y. M. C. A. building and on Satur- 
days go on "hikes" to Blue Hill, 
Prospect Hill, etc. They had a camp 
on Waban Hill, but that is too close 
to the trodden way, and they are hop- 
ing to have a genuine camp outing 
next summer for which they are try- 
ing to raise $200.00 by selling candy 
from door to door. 

The movement as an aid to good 
citizenship was treated by Mr. Or- 
mond E. Loomis, Executive Secretary 
of the Greater Boston Council Boy 
Scouts of America. His words were 
well chosen and carried weight. The 
Scout oath which must be sworn to 
before a boy becomes a scout is ns 
follows: — 

On my honor I will do my best: 

1. To do ray duty to God and my 
country, and to obey the scout law; 

2. To help other people at all 
times; 

3. To keep myself physically 
strong, mentally awake, and morally 
straight. 

Mr. Loomis’ elaboration of this 
oath showed plainly what a splendid 
effect the training a boy gels as 
scout will have upon his future as a 
man and a citizen. 

Miss Mary Elizabeth Grimes of 
Woburn, Guardian of the Camp Fire 
In that town, gave an extremely in- 
teresting account of this movement to 
make the girls more efficient as home- 
makers, mothers, and citizens. 

There are three grades of Camp 
Fire Girls — Wood Gatherers, Fire 
Makers, Torch Bearers. With the as- 
sistance of her friend. Miss Theodora 
Richardson of Woburn and Mrs. Mc- 
Intyre, all dressed in the ceremonial 
robes. Miss Grimes showed the pro- 
ceedings of a monthly Council, be- 
stowing the ring of the Wood Gath-J. 
erer on one and the red feather of the 
Fire Maker upon the other. 

These addresses were much enjoy- 
ed. and the lesson clearly seen that 
the most Important thing today is the 
treatment of the boy and girl from 
twelve to eighteen years of age.

Tile Newton Centre Woman’s Club

be an accommodation to the company 
to allow this work to be done before 
winter set in. Alderman Bemis want- 
ed the Company tied down to the ex- 
periment by hard and fast restrictions 
before granting It any concessions.'

Alderman Murphy favored both or-

table, was ruled out of order by thej 
chair, on the ground that as such a 
motion was undebateable, it could 
not be made at the end of a speech. 
Alderman Barker promptly renewed 
the motion, however, but it was de- 
feated by a vote of 7 to 12. The order 
widening the tracks was passed, 16 
to 4, Aldermen Barker, Bemis, Calk- 
ins and Gordon voting in opposition. 
The order allowing the change m 
crossover was passed 19 to 1, Aider- 
man Barker voting nay. 

Orders approving location for load- 
ing station for the B. & W. St. Rwy, 
Co., granting the Edison CO. -pole lo- 
cations on Waltham streol». establish- 
ing rate of interest on unpaid taxes of 
1913, making grant for city expenses 
to Dec. 31, and establishing rate of 
pay for police department also adopt- 
ed. 

A recess was taken at 9.30 for “ten 
minutes or more” and the session 
waa not resumed until 12.56 A. M., 
the members of the board discussing 
the 1913 budget in the large commit- 
tee room. 

When the regular session was re- 
sumed, Alderman Miller reported the 
annual appropriation order, saying 
that the printed form had been amend- 
ed by Increasing the pay of the fire- 
men to $1200 per year,, an addition 
of $3420 to the department appropri- 
ation, by making the salary of cap- 
tain of police $2000 with the under- 
standing that he was to retire on half 
pay the first of next year, by adding 
$13,000 to the Street appropriation for 
extraordinary repairs, by increasing 
the school appropriation to $342,633, 
as requested by the school committee 
and by increasing the salary of clerk 
in the Charily department to $760. 

The other Hems In the order are 
given In another column. The total 
figures are $1,344,796.83 and the or- 
der was passed unanimously. The 
board adjourned at 1.07 A. M.

FATAL ^GIDENT 

Scliool Boy Killed at Nigh School In 
Anlomoblle Collision 

Alfred D. Rice, Jr., residing at 71 
Walker street, Newionvlllo, wns run 
over by an automobile last Friday 
afternoon, and received Injuries from 
which ho died a few hours later al 
the Newton Hospital. 

Rice, who wns thirteen years of 
ago and a freshman at the Newton 
High school, was riding a bicycle 
and came out of Russell court at the 
close of school, at a high rate of 
speed, just as two automobiles were 
passing on Walnut street, headed to- 
I wards Newton Highlands. It Is 
thought that young Rice believed 
there was only one automobile, nllho 
both machines were sounding their 
horns, and running at only a moder- 
ate rate of speed. He was noticed to 
lose control of his bicycle when he 
reached the street, and altho the 
driver of the automobile. Fred Bliss 
of Russell court, used every effort to 
avoid a collision, they came in con- 
tact about In the middle of the street. 
Rice being thrown under the automo- 
bile. the fail fracturing his skull. No 
blame attaches to the driver of the 
automobile, which was owned by Mr. 
James P. Richardson of Madison ave- 
nue. Mrs. Richardson and two ladies 
being passengers at the time. The 
accident happened just at the close 
of school, when the sidewalks werej 
filled with pupils and Officer Seaverj 
was within a few feet of where It! 
occurred. 

.The funeral services held at the 
Rice home on Walker street, Monday 
noon, were largely attended and there 
were many beautiful flowers. Rev. 
John Goddard officiated. At the close 
of the services, the casket was placed 
on a special electric car and taken to 
Woodvllle, where the interment took 
place.

not be sub-ordlnateU to those of Ihej 
high schools.

SCHOOL APPROPRIATION 

Finance Committee oi Board of Aldermen Reviews the Entire 
Situation and Reeommends a Reduction From 
School Committee Figures 


On Monday evening, .Itinc 24th, the 
Hoard of Aldermen, after prolonged 
dlsctiBslon, settled tho School appro- 
priation for 1913 In the usual and 
customary manner by passing a vote 
directing the Finance Committee — 
when It considered the Budget — to 
recommend an appropriation of $336,- 

000 for the School Department. This 
vote was passed on the recommenda- 
tion of the Finance Committee and 
the Committee on Schools, both of 
which had considered the matter at 
great length after full consultation 
with the School Committee. This 
provided for an Increase of $11,000 
over last year’s appropriation, $2500 
of which being for the maintenance 
of a new department In the Technical 
High School, and the remainder to 
provide for the normal increase of 
2 1-2 percent of the school population. 

If anything unforeseen had hap- 
pened since June 24th to change the 
situation, the Finance Committee 
would be glad to recommend an addi- 
tional appropriation. At this time it 
does BO in one particular in order to 
cover any possible legitimate re- 
quirement. 

The June figures were made up on 
the basis of the 1912 School Budget 
of $324,000. but it now appears that 
the School Department was obliged to 
spend $2600 additional on account of 
unexpected attendance of pupils from 
the parochial school, etc. The Fi- 
nance Committee would therefore 
recommend an additional appropria- 
itlon of the sum of $2600. 

1 The reason that the Board passed 
I Its vote finally settling the School ap- 
Iproprlatlon In June is as follows: 

' for many years it has been the cus- 
Jtom of the Board to settle the Bud- 
I get for the whole City in November, 
and for the School Dei»artment lo 
make its commitments before the end 
of the school year in June, and it 
was therefore difficult to reconcile 
the figures of the Board of Aldermen 
after the commitments of the School 
Department had already been made. 
To obviate this difficulty and with the 
express purpose of enabling the 
School Department to make its plans 
and commitments with a full knowl- 
edge of the appropriation which It 
might expect, the Board began In 
1910 to pass a vote settling under a 
“gentlemeD’s agreement" the School 
appropriation for the ensuing year. 
This custom was followed this year 
exactly as it has been In previous' 
years and the vote was passed at the 
last meeting In June exactly as in 
the two previous years. 

The School Committee, however, 
complains this year that this vote was 
too late because the last regular 
meeting of the Schoel Committee oc- 
curred this year a few days before 
the last meeting of the Board. It 
develops, however, upon analysis of 
the situation, that the date of the last 
meeting of the School Committee had 
lltt’e TO do with the qiiesiion. If it 
had made any difference, the School 
Commiitec should and probably would 
have deferred their meeting a day or 
two 01 ' would have held a special 
meeting after Die meeting of ihe 
Board. But the Scliool ('ommittee 
I now admit that it had from early 
spring been committing itself to iu- 
creased expenditures by hiring teach- 
ers on an increased scale of salaries 
as projected in its own budget and in 
disregard of the usual and custom- 
ary procedure and without reference 
to tlie vote which would be passed as 


heretofore at the last meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

It never before has complained that 
the vote was passed too late nor did 
it complain this year until after the 
vote was taken. And although all 
members of the Board were at all 
times accessible to the members of 
the School Committee, It did not aek 
that this vote might be passed earlier 
so that the School Committee might 
make their commitments on the faith 
of It. 

The Finance Committee had the 
matter under consideration through- 
out the spring months and delayed 
in taking final action advisably for 
several reasons; among others, It 
wanted to ascertain the needs of other 
departments, the probable tax rate, 
the outcome of certain legislation af- 
fecting the finances, all of which could 
be better known In June than (n 
March. Action was further delayed 
until June, as June was the date of 
the two previous similar voles and 
June had before been, as far as was 
known, a satisfactory time for ihe| 
School Committee. 

The Board Is advised that the 
School Committee has complained to 
some of its members that it bad no 
onporiunily for a public hearing and 
did not know of the action taken. It 
does not seem that this suggestion is 
made seriously. The fact is that the 
School Committee never asked for a 
hearing before the full Board. If so. 
it would certainly have been granted. 
The School Committee did appear be- 
fore the Finance Committee, and as 
usual presented tentative figures and 
the Finance Committee listened to 
everything It had to say. L-ater, the 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Schools and the Finance Committee 
held a conference with the School 
Committee, which had not then de- 
termined on its final figures. Subse- 
quently the Committee on Schools of 
the Board had a meeting in June, at 
which the matter was further dis- 
cussed. and thereafter Alderman Gray 
had a conference with the Superin- 
tendent and told him what was pro- 
posed, and he presented to the Board 
, a letter giving the figures of the Su- 
I perintendent, and the Superin- 
tendent. representing the School 
Committee at all times knew of the 
action of this Committee. Alderman 
Gray opposed the report of the Fi- 
nance Committee when the Board 
met In June, basing his opposition on 
figures furnished to him by the Su- 
perintendent for that purpose (which 
figures have since proven to be er- 
roneous I. One of the members of the 
School Committee was at City Hall 
on the evening of the final vote In 
consultation with him and other 
members of the Board on the matter. 

Dniiblfiil Fnjpriety of LohUylng 

Since June 24th so much pressure 
has been brought to bear upon mem- 
bers of this Board and so many state- 
ments have been made to them that it 
seems necessary at this time to maxe 
a written report explaining the situa- 
tion as thoroughly as possible. The 
Board of Aldermen have been pur- 
sued this Fall by constant pressure 
from the School Committee, which has 
even gone so far as to try lo Induce, 
high-minded citizens possessing no i 
knowledge whatsoever of the figures 
involved or of the ulilmaie conse- 
quences of any unwise action, to ex- 
ert their influence on members of the 
Board to alter their final vote of June 
24th and their regular procedure In

CITY BUDGET FOR 1913 

$1,344,796.83 Appropriatad for Cllf 
Eipeases of Noit Year 


The report of tho Finance commit- 
tee on the budget of 1913 wns made 
In three sections, one attached to the 
! appropriation order. Itself, another 
on the school appropriation, printed 
in another part of the GRAPHIC and 
one of the matter of granting the fire- 
men one day off In live, also printed 
in this issue. 

Tho committee favors an Increase 
In the pay of the ranking ofRcers and 
men of the Police department, mak- 
ing the ('hlef $2200, the captain $1300 
(this was Btibsoqiiently changed to 
$2000) lieutenants nnd Inspectors, 
$1400, sergeants. $1300 and patrolmen 
of over three years’ service, $1200. 
The committee also favored Increas- 
ing the pay of the Chief of the Fire 
Department to $2,000. but believed the 
matter of Increasing other salaries in 
this department should wait for action 
on the one day off In five matter at 
the city election. This recommendation 
was not followed by the aldermen, and 
salaries were fixed at $1350 for cap- 
tains, $1300 tor lieutenants and engi- 
neers and $1200 for men of more than 
three years' service. The committee 
did not approve a salary for the 
Chairman of the hoard of health, but 
did report a similar salary for a 
Health Officer, with the understand- 
ing that the present Chairman would 
accept that office. 

The committee reported the figure 
of $335,000 for tho school approprla- 
I tion for 1913 with Alderman Pratt 
and Hatch dissenting. 

The report of the committee was 
made in a new form suggested by 
the Slate Bureau of Statistics.

The report of the committee gives 
an interesting table, showing that the 
city is well within the $12 limit pre- 
scribed by law. The amount which 
the city can raise under the $12 limit 
is $921,570.20* while the net amount 
charged to this levy is but $814,316.18 
leaving a margin of $107,254.02 withIfT 
the tax limit.

GAPIMN HOl^RD DEAD 

Chairman of School Committea SIrIcken 
wllh Apopleiy Tuesday Morning 

The commiinily was phockod on 
Tuesday to learn of the suddon rlcath 
that morning of Captain S. Edward 
Howard, cliairmnn of llio school com- 
mlltoe, and one of the most promi- 
nent residents of West Newton, cap- 
tain Howard had been In his usual 
health, and only the evening before 
had attended n hearing at the City 
Hall, He was stricken with apoplexy 
early Tuesday morning, while shaving 
himself. 

Capt. Howard was born May 16lh, 
1840, on a farm at Jamaica, vt„ where 
he worked and taught school till 1861, 
when he enlisted as a prlvale In the 
8th Vermont Regiment, in which, two 
years later, he became lieutenant. In 
1863, at the battle of Bayou TIche, 
Louisiana, he volunteered to run with 
a message several hundred yards past 
blazing rifio pits, and through shower- 
ing bullets. For this, Congress, In 
1894, awarded him a medal “for most 
distinguished bravery.” In 1864 he 
was promoted to the captaincy of 
Co. C, but soon after honorably dis- 
charged for wounds received at the 
battle of Cedar Creek. 

After the war he engaged in the 
hardware business at Brattleboro, Vt., 
until 1879, when he entered the cattle 
business in Montana and Texas, w’hlch 
he followed until 1891, and since 
which time he has not been In active 
business. 

He lias made his home in West 
Newton for the last 28 years. 

Capt. Howard was a man of strong 
character, remarkable business and 
literary ability, sound judgment, and 
warm affection, who was honored by 
all who knew him, dearly loved by 
his numerous friends, and sought by 
those wishing wise counsel— a Chris- 
tian gentleman and an unselfish pub- 
lic-spirited citizen. He served the 
Commonw’ealth as representative in 
the legislature of 1891-92, the New- 
ton School Committee, of which he 
was a member for 13 years, and 
chairman the present year, the Sec- 
ond Congregational Church of West 
Newton, of which for many years he 
was an officer, and needy people of 
all sorts, In ways as numerous as 
they were secret. 

He was a member of the Loyal le- 
gion and the Newton Tuesday Club. 
Charles Ward Post. G. A. R., the 
North Gate Club and the Vermont As- 
sociation of Boston. 

Funeral services are being held 
this afternoon beginning at two o’clock 
at the West Newton Congregational 
Church,

The action of the aldermen In In- 
creasing the street appropriation hy 
$18,000 for special repairs Is to be 
commended, even if the amount, add- 
ed to other Increases, makes a large 
addition to the tax levy. Our streets 
have had but routine attention for 
many years and the necessity for a 
comprehensive plan for improvement 
Is most pressing.

considering additional expenditures 
such as the above Increase In pny and 
the expense due to “one day off In 
five,’’ would moan n probable lax 
rate for IPl.l of $10.60. a possibility 
which cannot receive the serious at- 
tention of this Board. A considera- 
tion of those figures will clearly Indi- 
cate that, from a financial point of 
view, we mnst he bound by the ne- 
cessities of the situation and not by 
sentiment as to what we would like 
to do. 

The flnnncinl aspect of the qtiestioii 
may bo put In another light; Each 
one of tis Individually la dealing with 
the “coat of living.” This Board has 
a cost-of-living problem to handle 
for the City which is no less dlfllcnlt 
than that for the individual. Resides 
the normal iiicreaso In the expense 
of government due to the Increase In 
our population and demands, we have 
to deal with the Increased cost per 
unit of work done, due. In turn, to 
increase in the cost of suppilos and 
tabor with decrease la hours of work. 
It is the duty of this Board to so 
handle the City’s cost-of-llving prob- 
lem that the tinlt cost of city service 
may advance only where necessity 
and proper treatment of the city em- 
ployees makoR such an advance un- 
avoidable. 

Another important consideration, Is 
the fact that under (he present law, 
the city government has the power to 
grant this one day off in five and to 
repeal the same, if conditions war- 
rant. If the act la accepted by the 
people however, this option will be 
made mandatory and would require 
further legislation — perhaps difficult 
to obtain — and a further popular vote 
if it was deemed best to return to 
present conditions. 

rmioitiHiuns 

Inasmuch as one day off in five is 
not necessary to the health and effi- 
ciency of the members of the Fire 
Department, then comes the question, 
assuming that the City could afford 
an added expcndlinre of about $5000 
annually in the department, what 
would be the best way to spend It. 
Is it not natural to first think of im- 
proving the service? We hove re- 
ceived recently rather Insistent de- 
mands for increased equipment and 
more men tributary to West Newton 
Hill and Mount Ida. Tbe apparatus 
of the department, although moin- 
tained in excellent condition, is rap- 
idly getting antiquated through the 
introduction of motor trucks and, In 
the next few years, will require ma- 
terial improvement and expenditure 
in that direction. In the line of study 
and recreation for the permanent 
men, it is the dally routine that needs 
improvement rather than the weekly 
routine. Drills. Instruction in build- 
ing construction. Are-fighting meth- 
ods. especially changes due to the 
Introduction of motor-driven appara- 
tus. etc., as well as some opportunity 
for outdoor recreation in the vicinity 
of stations, would be of direct beneflt 
to (be individual members. 

Your committee, therefore, believes 
that the granting of one day off in 
five would prevent the granting of 
demands of (he department (hat are 
certainly more urgent and would de- 
lay (he introduction of needed im- 
without provements in the service. 


The Standing Committee on Fin- 
inco, to whom was referred the prob- 
blo cost should the City accept the 
\r.t to give flrentcn one day off In 
five, also as to whether ll would Ite 
advisable for the City to so vote, pre- 
sents herewith Its repltes. 

Cnsf 

As organized at proHonl, “one dny 
.iff in five” would ie*|ulro five addl- 
ilottal permanent men at an Initial 
cost of about $4500, increasing within 
two or three years to $5500. Ex- 
pressed in percentage, tills would 
amount to a cost or Increase of 11 
per cent In the pay roll of the de- 
partment. It would equal 6 cents in 
the tax rate. The percentage Increase 
and the increase in tax rate due to 
this proposed change would prob- 
ably be permanent. 

Beneili 

Wliatever benefit to the City would 
'•psult would be only an hiriiroct bene- 
fit due to making the requiroments of 
the service leas stringent and. hence, 
improving the attractiveness of the 
work and thereby bringing belter men 
In (he department. It Is impossible to 
ineasnre this benefit In moneyed val- 
ue. It is doubtful If the character of 
the nten In tbe service wotild be ma- 
terially Improved. 

Necessity 

There is certainly no necessity for 
men are now- 
overworked; 
the morale of the force is good. The 
present time off, amounting to one 
day in eight, is amply sufficient to 
maintain the health and efficiency of 
the force.

The travelling public in general i 
and the residents of .Newton Corner I 
Id particular, are to be congratulated j 
that some measure of relief from the' 
dangerous congestion in Nonantum, 
square is to be given lu the near fu- 
ture. Changes, authorized .Monday i 
night by the aldermen are now being: 
made by the Boston Elevated Com- 1 
pany, and within a few days the pres- 
ent Oak Square line will start from 
the Watertown car barn, instead of 
from Nonantum square, while tbe 
Cambridge cars which now start from 
Jefferson street, wiP be moved far- 
ther east to a point about opposite 
the poet office, wljcre the street is 
considerably wider. The plan la to 
be experimental, as it is thought 
there will be some objection, and it 
will be tried for a few months, be- 
fore final action is taken. 

In this connection, the objection 
taken by several aldermen to the 
passage of the orders on Monday 
night, seem Incomprehensible. Al- 
derman Calkins' position, in particu- 
lar is illoglcat. He admits the neces- 
Bity of relief and favored the order 
allowing a change of crossover, but 
opposed the spreading of the trucks 
between Nonantum square and the 
Watertown line, which la absolutely 
necessary in order to allow the safe 
passage of the larger and wider cars. 
While this point was not emphasized 
in the aldermanic debate, it is true 
that running the larger cars to and 
from Watertown makes it necessary 
to spread the tracks a few inches, 
as the present width on a few' hundred 
feet of track is too narrow for a safe 
passage of the cars. The widening 
of the tracks, therefor, is as much a 
necessity as the change of the cross- 
over, It is true that the Company 
first asked for this widening last 
spring, with a view of running a 
wider car on the Cambridge line, and 
tbe new plan only forces the issue to 
the front.

No one thing is as < 
important as the schools. With the 
transforming influence of moral 
teachers, who direct children in 
right thinking, strengthen their train- , 
ing, high standards of scholarship 
and morality should result. She made 
a plea for nobler living and right, 
thinking, for high alms and moral 
power In schoolrooms. I
